Act is supported by the group of machine 
politicians, headed by Boss Al McCabe, 
who succeeded, prior to the Richardson ad- 
ministration, in adding tens of millions of 
dollars to the cost of government in this 
State. 

The act is faulty in its construction, am- 
biguous in its language and, according to 


ter to the people as to supply hundreds of 


the Legislature a so-called water district 


legal authorities, constitutionally defective. 


It is designed, in large measure, to evade 
many of the safeguards now imposed by 
the statutes and the constitution. And. 
even if administered by officials determined 
to serve the people rather than personal

Our dramatization of ourselves, it would 
seem by the testimony of this witness, a 
self-confessed actor, though not a stage 
Thespian, is all to the good. It tides us 
over dull jobs and serves to make the com- 
munity pay us more attention. Also it im- 
proves our moral status, for we never play 
the villain’s part, but always that of the 
hero. 


This is true enough, and if one constant- 
ly thinks of oneself as a hero and pictures 
this favorite character moving through 
scenes of danger with calm nobility the 
performance may be materialized when tho 
time actually comes. But, of course, this 
is not invariable, for stage fright may seize 
upon the actor and make him forget his 

The writer has done well with his sub- 
ject, but he might have gone further and 
shown to what dramatic lengths women 
sometimes go in hysterics. Others, despis- 
ing the screen actress's subterfuge of glyce- 
rine and medicine dropper, can fall into 
tears at a moment's notice. In fact, the 
grief of the mature person often is more 
theatrical than that of a child. With some 
persons it is far more likely to be exhibited 
to the spectator than it is to be felt and 
manifested in privacy.

The sniveling hypocrite, the man who wants 
to gain credit for wisdom he doesn’t pos- 
sess and the all-round four-flusher may be 
scented from afar. It is only the silent 
man, as Carlyle has observed, who can fool 
us. He is the best actor of all.

A Tax-on-the-Fat Controversy. 

“My dear Mr. (Shaw) Presi- 
dent of the Fat Man's Club: 

In a recent interview you 
granted the Boston Sunday Post, 
regarding my statement that it 
would be a godd idea to tax fat 
people, you begin by saying you 
think I don’t Uke fat people. 

You get me entirely wrong, Mr. 
President. I do like fat people. I 


like ‘em immensely. There is no 
doubt that the great majority of 
them have sweet and merry dispo- 
sitions. (Some one has said, I think 
it was Irving Cobb, that the fat 
man has to be amiable—he can

neither fight nor run.) However, let 
me point out this fact: Fat folke 


are not merry because they are 


fat. The only relationship between 
fat and an amiable disposition is 
this: those who have such a dispo- 
sition are more prone to put on fat. 
The daily trivial annoyances do not 
upset them much and therefore 
they are not subject. to the wear 
and tear of the nervous system 
which this worry would entail and 
which in turn would prevent a good 
appetite. 

The native amiability of the 
obese, however, is usually lessoned 
as soon as the weight reaches be- 
yond a certain proportion. The 
jibes and inconveniences which you 
mentioned in your interview as 
coming your way, cannot fail in 
the long run to react unfavorably. 
Those who are overweight and re- 
duce, become much more comfor- 
table and the dispositions get back 
to their norma! state of amiability. 

Now I am going to differ with 
you also on your statement that 
the fat man (and of course we in- 
clude fat women, too) are light 
eaters. Fat people are not light 
eaters. No one ever saw a fat 
person who was a light eater. (By 
the way. I'd like to attend one of 
your Fat Man's Club dinners. III 
wager they’re substantial!) It may 
be possible that they seem to eat 
little at mealtimes, but you don't 
know what stacks they tuck away 
between meals! At any rate, they 
must habitually eat more than is 
necessary for their needs: other- 
‘wise they would not have it to 
store away as fat.

Uses of Bran 


Bran water will wash but not 
fade colored goods. 

Painted and varnished wood- 
work cleans beautifully with bran. 

Bran used instead of soap will 
whiten and soften the hands won- 
derfully. 

Bran water used as a shampoo 
will give a beautiful natural glose 
to the hair. 

To make bran water, place a 
small bag of bran in a bow! and 
cover with bolliing water. 


Trouble in the Hamper 

Be certain the solled towels are 
dry before putting them in the 
clothes hamper. Otherwise they 
are likely to mildew and sour the 
clothes about them, besides dam- 
aging their own texture. All 
clothes and linens should be thor- 
oughly dried before putting them 
in any confining place.

Then there is no 
danger of spoiling the article by a 
few particles of undissolved dye 
spotting it.

And I do feel that Mise Hempel’s 
voice may have lost the least little 
bit of ite freshness. To me such 
things are inconsequential, except 
for those who hear the artiet for 
the first time, because they do not 
always quite understand why so 
great a reputation te justified. But 
if Miss Hempel only had three 
tones, instead of thirty-some, she 
would still sing with that conta- 
gioue, that utterly captivating 
charm which is so thoroughly hers. 
When she does even the most dif- 
ficult coloratura she does 
them with such a sparkie in her 
eye that when she smiles, the au- 
dience cannot but mile back.

Reports current yesterday to 
the effect that the General Pe- 


troleum Corporation has virtually

In a telephonic statement from 


San Francisco, Mr. Weil said: 
“Nothing doing: we have no such 
deal on, and are not considering 
a proposition of such a nature.“ 

Officials of the Gilmore organi- 
zation could not be reached yes- 
terday for confirmation or denial 
of the reports. 

In oll circles yesterday it was 
reported that the important fea- 
tures of the deal had been agreed 
upon, that the transaction would 
involve approximately $3,000,006, 
and that it was expected the 
transaction would. be finanred 
largely by an exchange of the 
stock of the two companies. 

Acquisition of the Gilmore com- 

uy by the General Petroleum 
Corporation would mean the en- 
iry of the latter company into the 
retail-gasoline business in Los An- 
geles and Southern California. The 
General Petroleum Corporation 
has not heretofore ted with 
other marketing companies in this 
part of the State, although it has 
for more than * year past been 
artively engaged in retail distribu- 
tion in the northern of the 
State, and in the Pacific Northwest, 
principally Washington and Ore- 


gon. 

With the purchase of the Gil- 
more retail-marketing organiza- 
tion the General Petroleum would 
become the last of the large Call- 
fornia oll companies to enter the 


retall field in the south end of 
the State, following the Pan 
American Petroleum Company's 
debut by a little more than a 
year. ;
